who are or have been matters of fhips or 

other velels, have for feveral years pait affociated 
themfelves in the town of Salem; and the principal 
end of faid Society being to improve the knowledge 
of this coatt, by the feveral Members upon their ar- 
rival from fea communicating their obfervations in- 
wards and outwards of the variation of the needle, 
feundings, courfes and diftances, and all other re- 
markable things about it, in writing, to be lodged

J HEREAS by the reprefentation of the faid 
Marine Society, it appears that the effects 
refulting from faid A&t, made and paffed in the 
year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty-four, are not fuch as were expected, and 
that the benevolent views in inftituting faid So- 
ciety will be greatly-promoted, fhould the faid 
A&t he repealed, and fome alterations be made in 
the faid A& of Incorporation: 


Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and Houfe of 
Reprefentatives, in General Court affembled, and by 
the authority of the fame, That the faid A@, made 
and paffed in the vear of our Lord one thoufand 


feven 
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feven hundred and eighty-four, entitled ‘* An A& 
in addition to an act for incorporating Jonathan 
Gardner, jun. and others therein named, into a 
Society by the name of the Marine Society, at 
Salem, in the County of Effex, in the Province 
of the Maffachufetts-Bay, in New-England,’’ be, 
and the fame is hereby repealed. 


And be it further ena&ed by the authority afore- 
faid, That the faid Marine Society may and fhall 
have as full power and authority at each of the 
monthly meetings of faid Society. for the purpofe 
of electing and admitting members, as they have 
by faid A& of Incorporation at their annual meet- 
ing on the laft Thurfday of O&ober—Provided 
that no perfon fhall be elected and admitted as a 
member thereof at any other meeting of faid Ma- 
rine Society than the faid annual meeting on the 
laft Thurfday of O&ober, unlefs two thirds of the 
members prefent at fuch meeting vote and be in 
favour of fuch admiflion.
